Radio Veoadeasting, while watching from the sidelines: ax the fim $n 
‘dustry strurgles with the clean-up disciples, seems to have taken ite cue 
{hat a litle advance self-regulation a a healthy thing in forestalling 
powaibitities, Not that radio lx wholly free from elther the threat or the 
Betuality of censorship. It has the threat in the Tugwell bill, and the 
Philosophy behind It, plus the malcontents of pedagogy, and it has the 
Feality of censorship through measures already: taken. by the federal 
‘Communications and trade commissions plus the incaleuable future «X= 
fensions of such official rexulation 


But the self-regulatory tendency ts not waiting for the wrath to fal. 
WPEN, Philadelphia; WHT, Charlotte, and NBC, Chicago, have just 
promulgated fairly drastle precepts for the submergence of the more 
‘odious forms of advertising copy. Other stations alrendy have stiff 
Mandards.  Tovarlably advertising copy rather than programs is recog 
‘nixed ax tho natural offender and therefore the natural attracter of cen 
forial attention, Seldom hax the typical radio program been bespeckled 
Sith anything Of color or off #ide. Ia generally the sponsor's message 
Ahat needs the restraining: hand of discretion, 


It ts a well established dictum that all continuity departments, from 
the networks to the small regional stations, are engaged in a constant| 
‘sraggle with advertisers and advertising agencies to tone down, debunk, 
nd rationalize the selling blurbs, Of course a compromise is the best 
that’s achleved, Yet more and more the radio Industry perceives the 
menace of advertising copy that makes absurd claims, fies in the face of 
ficlence and common sense, shamelessly exploits medical charlatans and, 
Perhaps worst of all, weeks to discredit and belittle all competitive 
Products 


Imposition of ensorship by stations and networks is far better than 
‘the encouragement of an outside movement by unsympathetic reformer 
It ts the difference between holding a lot of drug and food accounts in 
the future or having them forced off the alr through their own short- 

_alentedness. 


‘A backward step in the quality of programs has recently been taken by 
fa troup of eastern stations which have sold time to a fortune-teller 
Seer is cleaning up but the stations are cheapening themselves and 
Droadeasting generally by this recession to 1928 standards of money~ 
Ectting, ‘This, however, appears to be a retreat in the face of a general 
Bavance elsewhere. 


Radio already knows what a deadly and untal 
tizer have forced upon the industry in insisting that sales res 
radio programm. shall be immediate, phenomenal, and at a minimum 
Investment in talent and showmanship. A small town installment jeweler, 
Ampatient of every minute not given to his sales plugs, Isn't 60 very 
Aiterent from nome of the Dig sponsors who fail to remember that the 
ftaler privilege Iu granted and validated for entertainment rendered. 
Never-a-thought-for-tomorrow policies of advertisers should not be per-
